But last month the European 
Court of Justice ordered the 
British Goverment to allow 
fishing boats from other 
Common Market countries to 
operate in British waters.

on his subject. 

Professor Clarke explained 
that the division of a species into 
genetically different and diverse 
populations - as humanity is into 
races - was vital to preventing 
diseases wiping out entire 
species. ''The survivals of 
individuals depends on the 
existence of variation in the 
species" said Professor Clarke, 
"Being diverse and different is a 
gopd thing". 

Professor Clarke did not 


actually say that preserving 
human racial differences was 
important to the survival of our 
species - scientists who say that 
kind of thing get sacked from 
their jobs and beaten up by 
Marxist stormtroopers. But he 
spelled it out for every other 
living thing - "We should not be 
using genetically uniform crops 
and domestic animals because 
they are more susceptible to 
disease and predation" 

Already AIDS is spreading 
like wildfire through Negroes, 
but genetic diversity has 
protected other races to whom it 
is less of a threat. If we had all 
shared the vulnerable Negro 
genes through race-mixing, we 
would all be at risk.

Brian Clarke F.R.S., Professor of 
Genetics at Nottingham 
University and a leading expert 
on his subject.

Wales’ Cynon Valley was 
prosecuted in December 1988 for 
dumping deadly coke liquor into 
the River Cynan. It was fined a 
swingeing £1,000. A month later 
it was back in the dock for 
discharging gas liquor, a 
delightfully lethal cocktail of 
phenols, thiocyanate and 
ammoniacal nitrogen. Fine - a 
stupendous £700!

Lead and aluminium in drinking 
water cause brain damage in 
children and aluminium in 
particular is linked with 
Alzheimer's disease, which makes 
adults go prematurely senile.

VIETNAMESE IMMIGRANTS 
clashed with Moscow police in 
three days of race riots in 
October. According to the city’s 
daily paper Mocovskaya Pravda, 
the violence was started by 
Vietnamese immigrants pushing 
in front of native Russians in one 
of the city’s frequent shopping 
queues, this time for shampoo. 

When the local people 
objected, the Vietnamese pulled 
knives, stabbing two policemen 
who intervened. A Vietnamese 
mob then attached the local 
police station and five more 
policemen were hurt before the 
mob was driven off. The 
Vietnamese then barricaded 
themselves in their hostels, 
hurling bottles and stones at 
police in full riot gear. 


There are over ten thousand 
Vietnamese immigrants in 
Moscow, alone, T,600 of them 
working in the giant Zil car plant. 
They have turned the Orokhovo- 
Borisovo area of the Russian 
capital, largely made up of new 
tenement blocks resembling 
London’s North Peckham or 
Broadwater Farm, into a 
depressed Asiatic ghetto in which 
Russians dare not venture after 
dark. Similar Asian Immigrant 
ghettoes exist in a number of 
Russian cities. 

Now that Communism is 
collapsing there is a grave danger 
that glasnost will open up the 
Eastern Bloc to even more Black 
and Asian Immigrants, unless 
local patriots see the danger and 
act in time.

In fact the Wall Street crash 
was merely a symptom of 
economic malaise not the cause of 
it. The cause of the slump was the 
invention of vast sums of new 
money by the banks - the 
unrestricted issue of credit to all 
and sundry, most of it used to 
buy crazily overpriced shares on 
the New York Stock Market. 

Share prices rocketed. Everyone 
was making money out of thin 
air. 

But of course everyone can’t 
make money out of thin air. 

There was bound to be the 
inevitable day of reckoning and 
when it came, chaos ensued. 

There was a panic-stricken run 
on the banks by depositors who 
no longer trusted them. Banks, 
desperate for cash, called in their 
loans; not only from Stock 
market gamblers who’d already 
lost the money anyway, but from 
worthy productive enterprises.

Canada Keeps Turban 
on Sikh Problem 


A MAJOR row has broken out 
over Canadian Government plans 
to recruit more Sikhs to the 
Mounttes by letting them wear 
turbans on parade instead of the 
traditional ranger hat. Currently 
there are only five Sikhs in the 
12,194-strong Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. There are over 
250,000 Sikhs in Canada. 

But more than 90,000 
Canadians have signed a petition 
that the ruling to allow turbans be 
scrapped.

JUST A small item in a newspaper. 
Just a small amount of money. The 
British Government is to give half a 
million pounds to a fund set up to 
improve housing for Blacks in 
S.Africa.

In the 
Footsteps 
of the 
Hamburger 

BRITAIN HAS been saddled with 
another awful American import in 
the form of all-weather track 
horse-racing. The first week in 
November saw this epitomy of 
mediocrity take place at Lingfield 
and Southwell. 

Just as with MacDonalds, 
Grid Iron Football, the Harlem 
Globetrotters and Cruise 
Missiles Britain finds itself 
landed with another totally 
unwanted import that is 
thoroughly alien to everything 
British. 

atmosphere 

Horse-racing is the Sport of 
Kings. Throughout the year Flat 
and National Hunt meetings at 
courses all over Britain bear 
witness to that fact. Many facets 
make it the Sport of Kings. The 
different courses, the different 
goings, the delightful surroundings, 
they are all part of the 
atmosphere of the racing game. 

All-weather track horse racing 
on artificial going, destroys 
everything that is fundamental to 
the sport in Britain. Racing 
becomes a bland and repetitious 
catalogue of events solely as a 
betting medium for the public. 


And of course that’s what this 
change is all about. The Big Four 
Bookmakers don’t like it when 
the weather interferes with their 
business. Not a racing day must 
go by without them plying their 
trade and over the years British 
winters have taken their toll of 


race meetings. But now with the 
all weather tracks nothing will 
stop them. 

These leeches who take so much 
out of horse racing and put so little 
back are now taking the first steps 
towards the destruction of the 
Sport of Kings. 


A PROGRAMME to revive a 
barren trout loch in Galloway, in 
the South-West of Scotland, has 
been so successful that trout 
introduced into it are thriving 
and expected to spawn 
successfully this winter. 

Loch Fleet, on the moors 
halfway between Newton 
Stewart and New Galloway, 
became fishless in the 1960s 
because of the effects of Acid 
Rain and pollution from 
aluminium residue. 

In Scotland and Wales, about 
100 lakes have been affected by 
Acid Rain and become fishless. 

The Loch Fleet rehabilitation 
programme entailed lime being 
spread over 300 acres of 
surrounding forest and 
moorland to improve the quality 
of water flowing into the 40 acre 
loch. The treatment has proved 
successful but it is not known 
how long it will last. 

Britain’s lakes will only fully 
recover if sulphur emissions from 
our power stations are stopped. 
Catchment liming is only the 
treatment not the remedy.

Merger Plans Fall Through 



BARROW Association Football Club was 
founded in 1901. In 1921 they joined League 
Division 3 (North). In 1972 after being 
forced to apply for re-election for the 11th 
tinw they lost their league status. 

After 17 years in the football wHdernass 
Barrow AFC have clawed their way back to 
the perimeter of the Football League. Last 
year they won the HFS League and ware 
promoted to the GM Conference League just 
one step away from the Division 4. 

This season The FLAG' is following the 
progress of Barrow AFC hoping to see them 
make a nonsense of the old sporting adage 
"They never come back". 


FINANCIAL PROBLEMS have 
accompanied Barrow Football 
Club throughout its history. For 
a club, that spent all but three 
years of its 51 year league 
membership in the lowest league 
division possible, it is hardly 
surprising. 

This year looked as though it 
would be different. The club 
announced an ambitious £1.5 
million plan to redevelop the 
Holker Street ground by sharing 
it with the town’s rugby league 
club. The improvements to be 
paid for by the sale of the Craven 
Park Rugby Stadium. 

However after a number of 
problems and not least the state 
of the finance and property 


markets the scheme has fallen 
through. 

Barrow moved to their present 
Holker Street Ground in 1909. In 
their first match there they beat 
Eccles Borough in a Lancashire 
Combination Div II game 5-2 in 
front of a* 2,500 crowd. The 
record attendance at the ground 
was 16,874 in January 1954 for 
the visit of Swansea City in the 
3rd Round of the F.A. Cup. 


Holker Street is Barrow 
Football Club, although the 
upkeep of the ground has proved 
a financial bottomless pit, it has 
also provided tfie springboard 
from which Barrow have 
bounced back. Commitment to 
the ground and all that goes with 
it by those dedicated few who 
kept Barrow alive during the 
‘Dark Years’ is the reason that 
the Cumbrian Club is still in 


existence. 

On the football front there is a 
ripple of optimism in the club.

League since 9th September, 
Barrow have crept up to 11th 
place at the time of going to 
press. Disappointment at an 
early exit from the F.A. Cup has 
been forgotten as the dream of a 
return to the Fourth Division in 
1990 is still lingers on.

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A PROGRAMME to revive a 
barren trout loch in Galloway, in 
the South-West of Scotland, has 
been so successful that trout 
introduced into it are thriving 
and expected to spawn 
successfully this winter. 

Loch Fleet, on the moors 
halfway between Newton 
Stewart and New Galloway, 
became fishless in the 1960s 
because of the effects of Acid 
Rain and pollution from 
aluminium residue. 

In Scotland and Wales, about 
100 lakes have been affected by 
Acid Rain and become fishless. 

The Loch Fleet rehabilitation 
programme entailed lime being 
spread over 300 acres of 
surrounding forest and 
moorland to improve the quality 
of water flowing into the 40 acre 
loch. The treatment has proved 
successful but it is not known 
how long it will last.
